ner with the program. The case is 
cited by the lid of a sarcophagus, now 
in the British Museum, which has 
p engraved on it the effigy of a priestess 
sof Amen-Ra. This was discovered in 

1869 and trouble began at once. 

The five men who found the cover 

died all within a short time of each 
other; the men who transported it 
! from its place of discovery were like- 
wise unfortunate in various ways, 
while the servant who took the object 
to the museum, the photographer who 
was called in to take a picture of it, 
and the archasologiat who translated 
the inscription were one by one over- 
taken by a series of disasters. 

The late Shah of Persia possessed 
a dagger which, according to tradi- 
tion, would make invincible whoever 
concealed it about his clothing, but 
if once used the person using it would 
die by it. It is said. that this dagger 
ia one of the oldest in the Orient and 
has been “used” but five times in 
history—always justifying the pro- 
phecy that it would likewise cause 
the death of the user. 

Tn 1906 a business man in St. 
Petersburg acquired at an auction 
sale a collar for which he paid $10,- 
000, It had becn made 120 yeara 
earlier by a Parisian jeweler at the 
order of the unfortunate Louis XVI.

_ PLAINNESS OF SPEECH. 


The dictatorial and overbearing tone adopt- 
ed by certain members of the board of trade in 
their speeches at a recent meeting, when referr- 
ing to the city council is not productive of any 
good. The council of 1912 may or may not be 
the strongest in the history of Belleville. Like 
any other human institution it kas itsfaults, But 
we cannot see how any good or useful purpose 
isto be answered by the making of insulting 
comments when publicly speaking of the 
council. Right. here is one reason—perhaps the 
main reason—why it is so difficult to get our most 
capable citizens to offer for election to thecouncil. 
The wages have often been nothing but abuse. 
Men who have been successful in the prosecu- 
tion of their own callings and highly respected 
citizens,have emerged froma term or two of ser- 
vice in the council, ‘with reputations frayed and, 
in the opinion of the public, nothing better than 
inefficient and incapable blunderers and dunder- 
heads. Whatis there to reward a man in the 
publicservice in Belleville and counterbalance 
the chance he is taking with his reputation? In. 
some places they do give a man a certain 
amount of credit who does well in the council. 
Not so here. Nothing isever done right in Belle- 
ville. Or if it is, the people receive the good ser- 
vice with contemptuous silence, as though it 
were merely the result of some fortunate acci- 
dent. At our next election werevertto the cumula- 
tive system of electing our aldermen. Many are 
hoping for great things from the change. But 
we wish to warn all and sundry that until we get 
over this miserable habit we have of abusing 
and insulting our public servants we will never 


- Secure the’ best kind of servants to act in the cap- 


acity of councillors. We understand that it was

a difficult matter to secure a full representation 
when the “general” system was tried out here 
before. Canvassing for election over the whole 
city, as this general system requires, will in it- 
self be a proposition that will prevent many 
otherwise good mén from standing for election. 


As The Ontario has frequently observed, no 
System of city government can be a success un- 
less there are good men to work it out. It is 
more a matter of men.than of systems. We 
will never get the best men to give us the best 
government until we ourselves change our ways. 


We have an abundance of criticism of the 
council every day. But ninety-nine and nine- 
tenths p. c. of this is the cheapest kind of abuse. 
Seldom do we hear anything definitely construc- 
tive orcriticism that points out the better way. 
But mere faultfinding is not only useless. It is 
positively mischievious. It brings to the front 
the incompetent man, whose tough hide renders 
praise or abuse equally ineffective. 


* Plainness of speach may sometimes be can- 
sidered-a virtue. Oftener it is the mark of ill 
‘nature and indiscretion. You may think your 
neighbor a fool, but it would not cure his folly to 
express your opinion in plain English. It would 
merely provoke his anger and enmity. . 


The board Of trade is merely an advising 
body as far as its relations with the council are 
concerned. It hasno sight to domineer {or to 
dictate. Itcan best fulfil its mission by cultiva- 
ting friendly and harmonious felations with the 
council. Sarcastic and ironical observations 
can only result in friction and misunderstand- 
ing, by which the usefulness of both bodies can 


. in a great measure become neutralised.

crop reasonably free from ‘rot. Even in the 
sandy land of the Oak Hills the rot made its 
appearance this year, especially among the 
later planted fields. Those which escaped entirely 
are exceedingly few. In some cases almost the 
entire crop isgone. If you buy’a bag of potatoes 
and find that a proportion of them sre bad it is 
not alwaysconclusive proof that the seller is dis- 
honest. It isnext to impossible to sort out all 
the affected potatoes when harvesting. . That 
difficulty is greatly increased if the soil is ofa 
nature to adhere to the potatoes. Tubers that 
are sound when they are harvested will not 
afterwards become aifected with the rot.

Sir Wilfrid Has Charm and R. L. Bor 

den Carries Conviction, Declares 

, Robson Black, But the Minister of 

Trade and Finance Is a Past Mas- 

ter! In Platform Tactics—Sifton = 
Tabloid Orator. 


Now that larliament is within 
few weeks of its fall scasion the air. i 
{ull of speeches ‘and the oratorical 
merits of political idols are a common 
topic .of discussion, A clever and 
timely article by Robson Black in The 
Toronto Star has the following com- 
ments to make: 

“In spite of the wholesale oppor- 
tunities of a democracy there are few 
public leaders from British Columbis 
to Newfoundland, who measure up to 
an exact definition of the word “‘ora- 
tor.”’ although Canada’s poverty in 
this respect takes of the appearance 
of riches when a comparisun is ‘at- 
tempted with the present-day forensic 
resources of the republic next door. 

Hon. George FR. Foster, it cannot be 
gainsaid, is the most effective public 
speaker in the: Dominion to-day. It 
may be argued, no doubt, that the 
reputation of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, in 
such a respect will bear no rival. Fos- 
ter is essentially a Howse of Commons 
man, » publicist by instinct and life 
training. He is a master of apt ‘ner- 
vous language and fences with an 
enemy's position with the ulertness 
and destructiveness of a D'Artagnan. 
He employs legitimately a long-stored 
ad well-sifted knowledge of platform 
strategy. His skill in this regard is 
perhaps unapproached by anyone in 
public life on this continent. He can 
with amazing ease, establish a confi- 
dential bond in one to five minutes 
with the most cynical or simple-heart- 
ed audience that ever trouped to the 
town hall. This is likely done with 
perfect unconsciousness of the tech- 
nical means, so much can an art be- 
come second nature. 

Sir Wilfrid aLurier, on the other 
hard, has an unmatched personality 
in so far as that abused term refers 
to personal identity, such as a strik- 
in: physique, and a thoroughly plaus- 
ible, good-humored style of speech, 
His French-isms were never eutirely 
eradicated, witness his Gallic twists 
to a hundred psirs of English con- 
suonante, 

The voice of Sir Wilfrid Laurier is 
remarkably voluminous ard fresh al- 
though the advance of sixty-nine years 
has given many words a deep gut- 
tural unknown in the younger days. 
Ti.c music of his eloquence of fifteen 
years age is better reflected today in 
the voice of Hon, Rodolphe Lemieux, 
his compatriot, whose utterance, {rem 
a musician’s point of view, ix a}tyy 
gecther delectable. Difficult indeed 
would it be to lind an orawr to sur- 
pass Sir Wilfrid in beauty of phrase 
and resourcefulness of ideas. He las 
always had that volden secret where- 
by masses of people are intoxicat«! 
into conviction by strons self-us-ertion 
and unrufied rhetoric. Like Mr. Fos- 
ter, Sir Wilfrid is a master ol “crowd 
psychology.”"” He knows, for instance, 
the universal bent toward hero-wor- 
ship, but unlike Mr. Foster he has 
been wont to argue to the court audi- 
ence rather than to the jury. The 
tongue of Laurier, however, is a wea- 
pon for friend or foe to conjure with. 

Henri Bourassa during his numcr- 
ous “guerrilla campaigns” of the’past 
five years demoustrated an amazing 
facility for harassing and maiming a 
once contemptuous enemy, With the 
perseverence «ad patience of an Iro- 
quois brave, holding his forces in 
hand with excellent generalship, Mr. 
Bourassa was, in and by himsell, the 
s°ul and insp:ration of the National. 
ist movement. His temper and his 
tongue are as unlike Sir Wilfrid's as 
vinegar to olive oil. As a debater he 
stands high. His French-Canadian 
compstriots do not tolerate such stale 
and wooden conventions of oratory as 
obtain frequently’ on Upper Canada 
platforms, 

Few would claim for R. L. Border. 
the pleasant diction or the easy hu- 
mor of a Laurier, but there are many 
to credit him with a fine power of 
Jogical reasoning, sincere and delib- 
erate in its expression. He is manly 
and dignified in all platform criti- 
cism and no one is more impatient of 
demagoguery. Mr. Borden is not a 
culture of the spotlight. Some men 
there are who need a chairman’s in- 
troduction to make life worth while, 
but Mr. Borden, were he to obey ver- 
sonal preferences, would seek an arm 
chair in a eviet library looking over 
some gentle valley in his native Nova 
Scotia. 

The power of men like Clifford Sif. 
ton lies in the magnetism of digested 
ideas. In physique he astonishes no 
more, than any = strong-shouldered 
business man. As he launches into 
his subject his speech is low in tone, 
retandod and almost self-conscious. 

Hon, Geo. P. Graham, former Min- 
ister of Ra‘lways and Canals, and 
Hon. Richard “McBride, Premier vt 
British Columbia are keen-witted and 
successful “‘stumpers”’ — stronger fig- 
ures in an election campaign than 
in other circumstances of public 
spcaking. Mr. Graham has the fre- 
quent tendency, exhibited equally on 
both sides of politics, to “go after his 
man” rather than his man’s argu- 
ments. For popular purposes Mr. 
rerper is unsurpassed in his party 

ay. 

One of the truest and most encour- 
aging signs in the electoral tourna- 
ments in Canada to-day is the refusal 
of audiences to accept extravagant or 
unmanrerly conduct towards an op- 
ponent. This is probably due to an 
accumulation of an inte!lectua! rather 
than emotional interest in phases of 
current politics, It shows also the 
weveloprent of ~ good humor borrow- 
ed as much from the United States 
as Creat Britain. And what is more 
excellent still, it shows a new sense 
of political sportsmanship.

But he never faltered; he 
never turned from the straight path, 
the path that to him spelled duty, Had 
not his father tre] it before him? Had 
net Baha‘o'llah, after the Bab had 
been put to death, who had founded 
Babiem, whieh created much stir in 
the Orient during we middle of last 
orntury, arisen to preach the doctrine 
of universal peace, and had he not 
handed on the leadership of the Ba- 
hais to hia son, Abdul Baha? 80, come 
weal or woe, he wouki go forward fear- 
lessly proclaiming the belief that was 
in him. Ami even when in captivity 
at Acrn, he went om teaching all with 
whom he came in contact, and these 
in turn taught others, Thus it was 
that when he was liberated, on the 
advent of the Young Turks to power, 
he found that he had a goodly follow- 
ing both in Asia Minor and in Persia, 
and now, in Persia alone, his adher 
ents are said to number three millions. 

Last year he toured Europe and was 
favorably received. In’ London, he 
spoke in the City Temple, Rev. R. J. 
Campbell's church, and in St, John’s 
Church, by permission of Canon Wil- 
berforee.

"AMES FIR WARS.: 


‘How the Admiralty Selects Coenamens 
For Big Fighting Mazhines. 

No small amount of interest has 
been aroused by the announcement 
that Mr. Winston Chure!ill has de- 
cided that the names for the twenty 
new destroyers ordered for the navy 
shall be taken from the works of Sir 
Walter Scott and Shakespeare. Floti- 
rel, Ivanhoe, Waverley, Rob Roy, Por- 
tia, Hotspur, Orlando, Rosalind, and 
Viola are some of the names which 
have been chosen for the new ‘ighting 
ships. ‘ 

This is quite a modern innovation, 
althonvh the action of the First Lord 
of the Admiralty in choosing literary 
names for warships is not entire.y uu- 
precedented. About the middle of inst 
century there were some revenue ves- 
se!s called Rob Roy and the Lady ct 
the Lake, while a century age one or 
two Shakespeare names were used, 
such as Imogene ‘and Orlendv. These, 
however, seem to be the only uccasiors 
when literary names: were used ‘or 
warships. 

The samine of our inen-of-war rests 
with the First Lord of the Admiralty, 
a.though in some administrations it 

has beeu icit ty the contioder; und 
| there have been times when the whole 
board has pronounced upon it, Fin- 
ally, says The Times, the selection 
has to be sanctioned and approvad by 
the King. 

Occasionally the First Lord has in- 
dulged in some peculiar fancies when 
choosing names for war vessels, and 
there was one administrator who call- 
ed a number of small craft after his 
pack of hounds, and the names of 
Bouncer, Pincher, Boxer, Tickler, and 
the like have come down to us in 
consequence. 

Some particularly interesting | facts 
regarding ships’ names are given by 
Prince Louis of Battenberg in his 
book, published some time ago, en- 
titled “‘Men-of-War Names.” It ap- 
pears that nearly all names in the 
present navy list have a long record 
of past services. There have been 
eight Dreadnoughts, for instance, 
since 1573.- This was one of the com- 
pound Elizabethan ship names; but 
the Dreadnought 





navy list is t... Queen, and there have 
been five Queens since 1232. This an- 
cient name was revived in 1900 in hon- 
or of Queen Victoria, but the battle 
ship destined to bear the name was 
not actuaily laid down until two 
months after the venerable monarch 
{ hed passed away, 

Regarding the most popular names 
for warships, it is mentioned that 
there have beon ten Cygneta and a 
similar numer of Drakes. But the 
name which has been most frequently 
used is the Swift, for there have been 
sixteen Swifts since 1552. There have 
also been eleven Eagles, eleven Fal- 
cons, twelve Foxes, and - thirteen 
Hawks. 

Modern surnames do not appear 
; Yery frequently in the list, but at 
1 least one Chancellor of the orceons kee

Order and More Will Follow. 
Ottawa, Nov. 5.—Thre> thousand 
ticket, freight, passenger and other 
grades of clerks, car checkers, bag- 
gagemen, freight handlers, yard office 


men, ete,, employed by the C.P.R. at 
stations all over the line of the sys- 


| tem in Canada, went on strike yester- 


day fat a given signal flashed from 
Ottawa by A. R. Mosher, president 
of the Canadian Brotherhood of Rail- 
way Employes, of which those who 
went out are members, following a 
refusal of the company to grant an 
increase in wages from 15 to 30 per 
cent. and paymeént for overtime. 
One hundred and twenty-live men 
employed by the C.P.R. at Broad 
street station are among the strikers. 
At 9.30 yesterday morning they left 
their work, and shortly afterwards 


the officials of the C.P.R. sald that-| 


many of the positions had been filled 
by experienced men who came from 
Montreal for the purpose. 

In the afternoon there was no one 
working in the freight’sheds. Of the 
125 local strikers, half a dozen ‘are 
clerks from the office of the division 
superintendent. 

Late last night President Mosher 
said that practically all the members 
of the union employed at C.P.R. sta- 
tions, except. Montreal, Toronto, Win- 
nipeg and Vancouver, were on strike, 
Though the men at those large rail- 
road centres are still working, they 
are tveady to quit when requested, he 
declares. He says further that the 
members of the union employed by the 
C.P.R. total 5,000, and every one is 
willing to go out if called upon. 

The strike is being directed from 
Ottawa. Besides Mr. Mosher there 
are a number of other thembers of 
the executive committee of the union 
in the city. Ata meeting of the strik- 
ers, held Jest night, it was declared 
that in consequence of the strike, 
freight is becoming congested all over 
the system. Specific cases were cited, 
among which were that of Fort Wil 
liam, where there are 1,000 cars of 
grain, besides other cars of goods, 
blocking the yards.

One of the stiff- 
est ae in Aes whole eA 
ing-was always the transporta’ 
supplies, One year, when working 
east of Fort Wrangel, the surveyors 
were two months in getting to the 
scene of operations, only fifty miles 
from the coast. 

It is about six hundred miles from 
Mount St. Elias to the coast of the 
Arctic, by the beeline route of: the 
l4ist. The - boundary-hunters have 
therefore averaged nearly a hundred 
miles each seayon, though in one or 
two years they made only some fifty or 
sixty miles, where the country was 
particularly rough. The weather had a 
good deal to do with it, too, for there 
is as much climatic variety in far 
north as elsewhere, and sometimes the 
elements are very tricky. Violent 
storms frequently occur in high alti. 
tudes, and fine weather cannot be de- 
pended upon for long at a time. 

In addition, accurate maps were 
made, showing the topography of the 
country for two miles on each side of 
the line. Every year the survey par- 
ties have-not only left their. marks 
behind them, but they have brought 
out with them at the end of their sea- 
son's work a mass of data and 
nical information that has an inter- 
national importance.—Aubrey Fuller.

| Lack of Information May Mean That 


‘the Turkish Defence “!s — Better 
Than Had Been Expected — The 
Powers. Are Now ina More 
Hopeful State Regarding Proe- 
pects for Peace In Balkans. 


London, Nov. 13.—There is no news 
either from Sotia or Constantinople as 
to how the great battle at. Tchatalja 
is going. The silence may imply that 
the Turks are making a better defence 
thaa had been expected. On the oth- 
er hand, it is rumored that Turkey 
is asking Bulgaria to arrasge ar 
armistice. 

In the other fields of the war oper- 
ations the progress of thy allies is 
slow. The Serviaiis and Grecks have 
not set leached Monastir, where, itis 
reported, Ali Riza Pasha, the ex-Turk- 
jsh Minister of War, has 50,000 troops 

red to offer a vigorous resist- 
ance. 


The Montenezrins have suffcred a}. 


setback in their prolonged efforta to 
capture Scutari, largely owing to the 
defection of the Malissori tribes, who 
demand guarantees of Albanian inde- 
pendence. The Greek advance in the 
direction of Janina also appears to be 
retarded. It is probable that the wea- 
ther conditions have much to do with 
the slow progress. 

In the diplomatic field no fresh de- 
velopment is reported. Important con- 
ferences continue at Budapest, where 
the ex-Premier of Roumania, P. P. 
Carp, arrived yesterday with a letter 
from King Charles to Emperor Francis 
Joseph. 

In most of the European capitals a 
‘more hopeful feeling is displayed that 
peace will not be disturbed by the 
Austro-Servian difficulties 

If the wishes of the Albanians —_— 
m the permanent settlement of the 
Balkan question Albania will be made 
an independent principality, as the 
Triple Alliance proposes, rather than 
subject to any of the Balkan states. 

From Antivari The Morning Post 
correspondent telecraphs: “This war 
has lasted only a short month, but in 
this brief period a profeund chanze 
in the se ts af the Albanians 
has taken place. Almost all the Al- 


banian tribes ivhabiting the mous-. 


tains around Scutari declared them- 
selves allies of the Montenegrins 
against the common enemy, the Turk. 
Bot this was an alliance of expedi- 
etcy, not sentiment. If the Alban- 
ians fought side by side with the 
Montenegrins it did not mean that 
they desired to become the subjects 
of the courageous little kingdom which 
first to cast the gauntlet in 
the face of the Ottoman empire, but 
‘hat they saw in this ter:porary alli- 
ance 2 means finally to free m- 
selves of the yoke they detested.

Not a light could be seen anywhere. 
The boat began to lurch a little, a lit- 
tle more, and then terribly; then the 
old coal oil lamps went out by being 
crashed to the floor, and in a few min- 
tutes, when all was in darkness, the 
boat keeled over broadside and sank 
suddenly, throwirg engers, crew, 
freight and all, of which there was a 
good deal aboard, and machinery into 
the icy water. 

The three survivors were able to 
discern some spars of timber floating 
near to where they had been hurled 
into the water. Each tried to cheer the 
other with words of encouragement, 
and half-perished in water that was 
clogged with ice, and almost rumber 
to the point of unconsciousness, they 
drifted ashore, but more dead than 
alive. . 

Words, they says, could not describe 
those hours of suffering 01. the island 
“up to the time they were found. They 
were too exhausted to walk, or even 
to get to their feet. Throughout the 
long cold night and terrible, even cold- 
er day, ina blinding snowstorm, they 
waited and prayed that help would 
come to them. Death seemed inevit. 
able until at last when hope seemed 
practically gone they heard the swish 
of oars and the sound of human 
voices, and they remembered little 
more until they awoke in a houze, 
with kind hands to attend to their 
wants.

Representatives of Many Ontario 
Civic Bodies Pass Resolution In Fav. 
or of Proposal to Establish Lines 
tn Connection With the Hydro- 
Electric and Ask For Further 
Informa..on on the Plan, 


Toronto, Nov. 15.—Men of all shades 
of political opinion have voiced them- 
selves in support of this new project, 
which when consummated will be the 
means of making the Ontario fruit 
and market garden industries rank 
foremost on the American continent. 

The scheme outlined, though in an 
embryo state, will connect Kingston 
with Owen Sound and Toronto with 
Midland, Al! that will be required 
will be to purchase the land covered 
by Hydro poles and wires, thus elim. 
inating future easement expenditures. 
The power is already there, the tracks 
need to be laid and ears purchased.

advisability ‘and practicability of 
building such a system and to furnish 
a report thereon to this association. 

“In order that the request to the 
Hydro-Electric Power Commission be 
made definite, it is further suggested 
that the initial report should refer 
only to road following the Hydro 
transmission lines of the commission 
at present existing and contemplated 
in the Niagara rower zone, extending 
throughout Western Ontario and the 
Midland district. It is desired that 
the report shall cover cost of construc. 
tion, cost of operation and probable 
revenue in each case.”

Since Bulgaria already has express- 
ed a willingness to leave the statua of 
the Dardanelles and Constantinople to 
the powers, says the correspondent, 
the fifth and sixth clauses. of the 
terms as reported here are improb- 
able. 

The rigidity of the censorship 

mitting no news to come from the 
ront, the scene of the fighting in the 
Balkans is more perplexing than ever 
to-day. 
Various reports have drifted in, 
however, among them that Adrianople 
liadfall that the Bulgarians had 
captured Hedemkeui, the headquar- 
ters of the Turkish commander-in- 
chief, that Nazim Pasha, the Turkish 
generalissimo, had capitulated, and 
that the Bulgarians, either by sea ot 
land, hud reached the vicinity of Kil- 
jos, on the Black Sea coast, a short 
distat -e from Constantinople. These 
reports are still wit!.out confirmation. 

A vague despatch is pubiished at 
Sofia stating that six forts along the 
Tchatalja line, have been captured alf- 
ter heavy sacrifices on the part of the 
Bulgarians. * 

The Vienna Richsport reports go tv 
show that the Bulgarians are having 
no easy task. Nothing is known as to 
whether or not the battle continues. 
The British Government has received 
no news froin the seat of war for some 
days. 

What perhaps is of graver import 
than the proezress of hostilities in 
southeastern Europe, however, is the 
revelation of the tremendous ravages 
cholera is making, not only among the 
destitute -refugees,* who daily are ar- 
riving in thousands at Constantinople, 
but among the Turkish troops at Tcha- 
talja. It is supposed that this danger 
well might sutfice to give the Bulgar- 
jan cotnmanders a pause ind induce 
the Bulgarian Government to arrange 
an armistice and negotiate peace, 
since all the practical objects for 
which the war was undertaken already 
have been secured, and therefore it is 
useless to run the risk of an epidemic 
of cholera in the Bulgarian army for 
the sake of a formal entry into Con. 


j stantinople, to avoid which it is be- 


lieved Turkey is ready to agree to 
almost any terms. 

A significant article appears in the 
Bulgarian Government organ Miru. It 
declares that pgace is imminent and 
helds out the olive branch to Turkey 
to enter into a good understanding 
with the Balkan league. 

A Constantinople despatch to The 
Cologne Gazette, declares that Bulgar- 
in has abandoned her intention. to 
enter Constantinopie, being thus ad- 
vised by Russia and Great Britain. 
Altogether, although the report that at 
armistice already has been arranged 
has not been confirmed, all indications 
point in that direction, and it may 
be supposed that the terrible condi. 
tions of famine and destitution pre. 
vailing among the refugees in the 
neighborhood of Constantinople, 
which are calculated to provide a hot- 
bed-for the spread of cholera, may 
have had something to do with Bul- 
garia’s decision, 

Fund For War Sufferers. 

London, Nov. }6.—The Lord Mayoe 
of London, in response to a request 
signed by 312 members of the House M9 
Commons, has opened a public fund 
for the aid of non-combatants who are 
suffering from the effects of the war 
in the Balkans.

In this case the police department 
had very little to work upon, and the 
arresta made yesterday therefure came 
asa surprise.

esterday morning by three detectives, 
but Giibert was not brought in until 
nine o’clock last night, the arrest hav- 
ing been made at his home. At 10.50 
Detective Levitt brought in the third 
hoy, Atwell, 3 

Last night the first two lads to be 
arrested were brought down to the 
detective office and submitted to an 
examination by Inspector Kennedy. 
After going over the story of the shout. 
ing, the boys told of where the revol- 
ver was hidden, and at the end of 
the examination they directed the de- 
tectives in the search for the Hrearm, 
which the boys say oe found at the 
rear of a house in Amelia street. The 
boss walked out of the detective office 
with tears in their eyes.

The Khalsa Diwan of Viotoria is an 
institutional structure built after Hin- 
du architecture, and though in no 
sense pretentious, is a most creditable 
sanctuary. The main building is 40x50 
feet; built of. red brick with a commo-

bridge with Rosenthal, Mr. Bond rose 
to object. He urged that the crown 
had set out a triple proposition— 
that he went to the yard where the 
body was found with Ros sthal; that 
human blood was found on Gibson's 
clothing, which he admitted, and ex- 
plained by the fact that Gibson's bro. 
ther had been hurt in a bicycle acci- 
dent on the day of the accident, and 
had had three stitches put in his head 
at St. Michael's Hospital. The third 
point was that the rope around Ros- 
enthal’s neck was part of a clothes 
line from Gibson's home, He con- 
tended that they hed not shown any 
evidence of any actual violence to 
Rosenthal by Gibson, and that until 
they did the evidence of any assault 
upon Dunkelman was inadmiseable. 
During his remarks he declared that 
he would show by the evidence of a 
disinterested party that Dunkelman's 
evidence waa perjured. 

The judge remarked: “There are a 
number of circumstances shown 
which, 1 unexplained, would justify 
earn jury in finding the prisoner 
gullty.”* 


Dunkelman took the stand and re-. 


ated his evidence as given at the 
nquest, telling how Gibson had come 
back to the bridge for him azd had 
taken him down to the yerd, saying 
that Rosenthal was inside the Hydro 
building with the manager. He says 
that Gibson told him to look at the 
lightning, and that thon he was struck 
down. He declared that he had not 
again seen Rosenthal, even when he 
Tecovered consciousness in the morn- 
ing, and described his laborious trip 
across the city to his home, where he 
collapsed. 
Dr. Alex. Davis told of Dunkelman’s 
condition at the hosiptal. He ceolar- 
ed that his memory was still hazy, but 
Teturning, and might be relied upon 
@s to the main facts, It may take a 
year before it is completely recovered. 

The defence opened with the. evi- 
dence of two men who had met Dun- 
kelman on his way home. .They had 
asked him what was the matter with 
him, and what, bed happened, He 
had said to them: ‘Me fall; me fall.”*

Toronto, Nov. 23.—The Boards of 
Trade of the cities of eastern Canada: 
have decided to take a strong stand 
against the attempt of the Canadian 
railways to raise carters’ rates to 
shippers, beginning with the first of 
the year, This was definitely decided 
upon at a meeting held in the 
room of the Toronto Board of Trade 
yesterday afternoon, at which Johe 
F. Ellis of the Toronto Board of Trade 
presided, and which was attended by 
representatives of the Boards of Trade 
of Montreal, Ottawa, Hamilton, 
Brantford, London, Guelph, St. Catha- 
ripes and a number of the other ci- 
ties affected, including representatives 
from the Cansdian Manufacturers’

Association. 
Starting with the beginning of the 
year the railways propose to raise the 
rates as follows: In Toronto, 
Montreal and Hamilton—from two to 
three cents per hundred pounds and 
from fifteen to twenty cents for small 
parcels. In all other points from two 
to two and a half cents per hundred 
pounds, the charge on smal! parcels 
remaining unchanged at fifteen cents 
each. The reason given by the rail- 
ways for this is because their new 


sold! contract with the cartage companies, 


which start with the beginning of 
the year, will call for s higher rate, 
and to make up for this it will be 
necessary for them to raise the rates 
to the shipper. This is intended to 
take effect in all points east of Port 
Arthur.

The Epidemic Has Gone as Far North 
as Bulgaria — Servia’s Refusal to 
Treat With Austria Has Made 

the Peace Outlook Critical— 
Turkey Playing For Time 
Declares Bulgarian Paper. 


London, Nov. 26.—The extreme anx.- 


warlike preparations and to represent 
the political situation as peaceful 
and satisfactory is in itself an indi- 
cation of on how slender a thread 
the issues of peace and war in Europe 
Dow hang. 

The danger arises not alone from 
the conflicting interests of Austria, 
Servia and other powers, but from the

“The semi-official Bulgarian news- 
paper, The Mir, in an editorial, voices 
the Governmental irritation at Tur- 
key’s dilatory methods of negotiation, 
and accuses the Porte of deliberately 
nominating delegates from remote 
pointe in order to gain time. This 
probably refers to Osman Kizami 
Pasha, the ambassador to Germany, 
who only arrived at Constantinople 
from Berlin yesterday. 

In the diplomatic "held the most 
important reports are that Servia de- 
clines to reply to the Austrian de- 
mands until the war is concluded, 
and that Germany has not under. 
taken to mediate between Austria and 
Russia. The news that Servia is 
throwing further obstacles in the way 
of the Austrian representative in 
search of Prochaska, the Austrian 
consul at Prisrend, is another dis- 
quieting feature. 

Fighting continues around Adria- 
nople, where the besieging forces are 
reported tu have drawn their invest 
ing circle to within two-thirds of a 
mile of the town. 

No further operations have taken 
place on the Tchatalja lines, says 
The Morning Post Constantinople cor- 
respondent. The Bulgarians are be 
lieved to have withdrawn considerable |

Al 
vigorous action against the Darda- 
nelles by the Greek and Bulgarian 
forces is expected unless an armistice | 
is promptly concluded. |

Let 
me, in a few words, tell you of the 
steady growth of this Hospital. 

In the year 1876 there were only six 
cots and beds, one nurse, 44 in-patients 
and 67 out-patients, In 1912 there 
were 250 cots and beds, 64 nurses, 
1,294 in-patients and 17,862 out- 
patients. 

During the 37 years of the Hoe- 
pital’s existence, 19,370 in-patients 
have been admitted, and 133,724 out- 
patienta have been treated, a total of 
153,094, or an avernge of 4,138 per 
year. Of the 19,370 in-patients, 5,495 
were from places outside of Toronto. 
9,644 of the total in-patienta were 
cured, and 5,711 were improved. This 
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Of the 1,294 in-patients last year, 341 
came from 218 places outside of Tots 
onto, so that the Hospital is not a 
local, but a Provincial Institution. 

In the Orthopedic Department In 37 
years, nearly 700 boys and girls have 
been treated for clubfeet, and about 
600 were corrected. Half of these 
came from places outside of Toronto, 
so surely we have a fair claim for 
help from the people of this Province. 

The Corporation of Toronte grants 
$26,000, not only for the city children, 
but towards the maintenance of all 
patients in the Hospital, and the citi-

While notin any way criticising local op- 
tion, which has beyond question proved its val- 
ue in many localities, yet no greater mistake 
could be made than to believe that local option 
or the abolishing of the bar. will remove the need 
for preventive educational work such as -has 
been done by Father Meehan and his faithful 
band of helpers in this city. 

Local option is vigorously enforced in a 
large number of municipalities, but there is no 
temperance advocate fanatical enough to believe 
that any populouscommunity is yuing to beconie 
perfectly ‘‘dry’’ at all times after the passage of 
local option, no matter how strict may be the 
enforcement of the law. As the months and the 
years go by, itis safe to say that to every young 
man in the restricted area will be offered the op- 
portunity to drink intoxicants not once but on 
numbers of occasions. Itis then that the reso- 
lution of inind built up by pledges and a long 
course of education in such schools as the Total 

' Abstinence society will show its value. 

While not deprecating in any way other pre- 
ventive measures which may all havea greater 
or less value, the surest precaution afier all will 
be found to 1est in the full knowledge that has 
been imparted and the steady determination that 
has been acquired by the boys and the girls, the 
young men and young women, in the home, in 
the school and in just such organisations as 

, Father Meehan has instituted in Belleville.
